Queen Helen hospital and admin- 
istrator of a children's asylum 
founded by Queen Helen, divorced 
wife of King Carol.

Dr. Amholt has been advised by 
City Attorney Max Kier, he said, 
that the salaries of health depart- 
ment employes were fixed by the 
city council, and can be changed 
only on order of the commission- 
ers. The order by Harm was a step 
toward balancing his budget be- 
tween now and September 1, the 
beginning of a new fiscal year. 


At different times recently he has 


asked the council to approve sug- 
gested changes in salaries, and 
other economies. Each time, how- 
ever, he has been told "that is a 
matter entirely up to you. The 
heads of other departments take 
care of their internal affairs, and 
you should take care of yours." 


If Harm's order becomes effect- 


ive, Dr. Arnholt said, one of his 
full time nurses will receive only 
$58 a month. She is employed as 
a record clerk.

KNOX GETS MORE 
FEDERAL MONEY 


Additional Sum Allowed 


For Building Court 


House, Jail. 


An additional $1,100 for purchase 


of materials to go into the new 
Knox county court and jail house 
at Center, now under construction, 
which must be spent before the 
curtain is rung: down on the CWA 
program March 31, was promised 
Friday morning by Federal Relief 
Agent Haynes to Chairman J. D. 
Forsyth of the county board and 
Chairman Otto Bogner of the coun- 
ty relief organization, who called 
on him at the capitol to ask for 
the money. 


Heretofore Knox county has re- 


ceived about $3,200 from civil works 
funds for court house materials. 
The county spokesmen said that 
the supplemental sum will be ex- 
pended and the materials used 
within the coming week. The foun- 
dation for the courthouse and jail 
structure Is already in place, and 
bricklaying on the walls has com- 
menced. 


A total of $12,000 in federal aid 


for the Center project has been al- 
lotted, the rest of the money be- 
ing applied to pay wages of men 
employed on it. The building is to 
be three stories high, costing an 
estimated $57,000. 


The county itself has $50,000 on 
hand available for erecting and 
equipping the courthouse and jail. 
That amount was raised by a two- 
year special tax levy made for the 
purpose in 1929 and 1930. 


About 130,000 brick manufactured 


by prisoners from the county jail 
are on hand to be used in putting 
up the edifice. The brickyard was 
operated by the county as a tem- 
porary proposition In 1931 and 1932, 
looking ahead to the construction 
project. 


Center Is an inland town and 
has never had anything but an old 
wooden building for a courthouse. 
At different times, attempts were 
made by other towns to get the 
county seat for themselves, but 
these failed. Now Knox county, one 
of the largest and wealthiest in 
northeastern Nebraska, is to have 
a creditable governmental building 
for the first time in its history. 


There are good highways leading 


from Center to all parts of the 
county, so that the absence of a 
railroad Is no longer the handicap 
for a county seat that it formerly 
was.

' HERE HITLER wants to dig into the national 
treasury to the tune of 150 million marks, or ap- 


proximately $59,550,000, for the purpose of making 
loans to newly weds in order to encourage marriage, 
that's Germany's business. 
Perhaps it is 
better 


business than paying indemnities to various of the 
Allied nations in the late war. 


Herr Hitler is in a hot spot. 
Just across the border from him is another dicta- 


tor, who does things in a magnificent way. A few 
monthi ago, II Duce managed to stage a mass wed- 
ding ceremony at which 2,000 young Italian couples 
pledged themselves to love, honor, and obey, and as 
a climax, Mussolini presented the brides with a gold 
coin, which, press dispatches related, was confiscat- 
ed promptly in large numbers of cases by mothers- 
in-law. 


It would be fatal if an ambitious dictator should 


permit another autocrat in another country to out- 
do him. So, Herr Hitler put the head piece to work 
•nd decided that before 1936 he would serve as the 
kindly angel in arranging not less than 200,000 mar- 
riages. And to make sure there would be no fail- 
ure in his plan, he has set aside the 59 millions to be 
loaned out to these newly married couples, which 
means that each might draw very generously on the 
national treasury as an aid to Dan Cupid. 


In reality, Hitler's plan is a campaign against un- 


employment. What he plans to do is to take Ger- 
man women out of industry. Tinder his program, any 
bride-to-be, after marriage, becomes eligible for a 
loan up to 1,000 marks, provided she has been en- 
gaged In a gainful occupation for at least six months 
prior to her marriage and provided further that she 
promises not to resume work so long as her hus- 
band's monthly earnings exceed 125 marks. It would 
Appear that Herr Hitler is becoming sentimental. AD 
that he has to do is to order women banned from 
Industry and as a dictator, his will would be obeyed. 


That is not all he has in mind, however, to relieve 


unemployment. His highway program sets aside 666 
million marks, or about 260 million dollars, for road 
construction. 
When It Is recalled that Uncle Sam 


himself expends only 400 million dollars annually for 
highway building, it will be seen that Hitler is aim- 
Ing high. The physical area of Germany is 185,889 
square miles, as against 3,026,789 square miles for the 
United States. Germany is approximatsly 2% times 
the size of the state of Nebraska. Since 1917, this 
state has spent about 60 million dollars in building 
roads. These figures then furnish an index to the 
magnitude of the German dictator's plans for the 
next twelve months. To utilize the sum which he 
proposes shall be spent in road building in a single 
year, it would be necessary to tax the capacity of 
the mills or factories 
producing materials and it 


would be virtually Impossible to place all of that 
construction in operation in a single summer sea- 
son, But it made good reading material for the 
German people, it made them forget their troubles 
for a minute, and it created fresh hope among the 
unemployed. 


R is beginning to dawn upon other countries that 


Herr Hitler Is a superior showman. He had tough 
competition in Mussolini, but he has succeeded in 
drawing the spotlight from the latter, at least a por- 
tion of the time. A week ago. Mussolini announced 
his intention of building thousands of houses to pro- 
Tide his fellow countrymen with more modern and 
more sanitary dwellings. He was going to drain 
swamps to reclaim land, and he said he would un- 
dertake a pretentious road program. But Hitler beat 
him to the draw. And if there Is to be any show- 
manship, Herr Hitler has served notice he intends to 
perfaiui in the center of the ring. 


There Is this distinction to be noted. Mussolini 


has demonstrated his competency and fitness to 
govern the Italian people. He has improved the po- 
sition of his nation 
immeasurably. Its budget is 


balanced on internal expenditures, its trade at home 
has been increased enormously, its production stepped 
up, and its territory extended. Herr Hitler cannot 
bolster a record which has been disappointing. He 
only can fall back upon the excuse he offered for a 
failure in early promised relief. 


m addressing his people, he said he would not 


•tand for criticism or those who for fourteen years 
had shown their incompetence. 


"Never has any government succeeded to a worse 


inheritance than ours did a rear ago." 


There has been nothing to indicate Hitler has im- 
it 


on the fourth floor of a building, with absolutely no 
means of calling assistance in such a caw as the 
one described, the Burt county prisoners may con- 
sider themselves extremely fortunate that they are 
alive today. 


At all times when there are prisoners in that jail 


there should be on hand an officer having in his 
possession keys with which he could open all cell and 
other doors. But even without this precaution there 
should have been a telephone In the hall where the 
trusty slept so that he could immediately call the 
sheriff and fire department In case of emergency. 


It may be all right to deprive men temporarily (of 


liberty and the pursuit of happiness, but there is 
nothing in the constitution or statutes permitting 
them to be deprived of life without trial by jury. 


PUT FACTIONALISM; ASIDE. 
WITH another political campaign opening up in 


Nebraska one may expect to hear all kinds of 


stories, such as that which recently found its way in- 
to print to the effect that the election of a new dem- 
ocratic national committeeman at Grand Island last 
week was no election at all, but merely a temporary 
arrangement to fill up a gap in the party organiza- 
tion until the primaries next August, when the choice 
will be made by direct vote of the members of the 
party. 


There doubtless are some individuals in the demo- 


cratic party who are willing to continue indefinitely 
the factional contests based on personal likes and 
dislikes of some of the leaders, and who refuse to ac- 
cept the action of the constituted party authority in 
naming the successor of the national committee 
member who recently resigned. But the rank and 
file of Nebraska democrats, it may be assumed, have 
no such desire. What they are interested in is the 
advancement of democratic principles and the car- 
rying out of democratic policies, particularly the pro- 
gram which President Roosevelt has under way to 
bring about national recovery. 


Petty personal quarrels and bickering over who 


shall fill certain positions within the party do not 
greatly interest the great body of the party's mem- 
bership. They would like to see the efforts of those 
wHo set themselves up as leaders concentrated in 
support of the president in his great task, instead of 
weakening the force behind his administration by 
wasting the energies oT the party 
organization in 


contentious disputes and rivalries. 


The choice of national 
committeeman has been 


definitely settled. The newly elected incumbent has 
a commission running until the next presidential 
primary is held in Nebraska in 1936. The laws of 
Nebraska make no provision for electing a national 
committeeman by primary vote except in presiden- 
tial years. The state committee has full authority to 
fill vacancies in the party organization, and it is 
also authorized to fill any vacancy occurring on the 
party ticket subsequent to the primaries. 


Several years ago the Nebraska democratic state 


committee voted to remove from her post, to which 
the voters of the party had previously elected her, 
the national committeewoman for this state, and 
filled the place by electing another. The reason for 
ousting the former was her action In bolting the na- 
tional ticket 
In the previous campaign. No one 


questioned the state committee's actidh either in de- 
claring the place vacant or in choosing the successor; 
and the latter served out the rest of the four-year 
term until 1933, when the voters re-elected her 'in 
the party's presidential pnmary. 


This furnishes almost an exact precedent for the 


existing situation. It is all foolishness to talk about 
candidates filing for national committeeman in this 
off year in national politics, and precipitating an- 
other fight in the August primary. The democratic 
national committee would not recognize any nomi- 
nation or election so obtained, in view of the fact 
that the vacancy is already filled. It is up to mem- 
bers of the part to forget this row and fall into 
line for the approaching contest as to whether Ne- 
braska will continue to uphold President Roosevelt's 
administration.

TO TREATY STRENGTH. 


THHE Vlnson-Trammell bill, authorizing 
addition 
-•• to America's navy of 100 new destroyers and 
submarines, and air craft carriers, and more than 1,- 
000 airplanes awaits the president's signature. Mr. 
Roosevelt is in favor of the bill, although he has not 
indicated what sums will be made available imme- 
diately for construction. In the form which the 
Vinson-Trammell measure passed congress, the pro- 
gram was spread out over a period of seven years. 


Thus comes to an end the hopes which were kin- 


dled over twelve years ago when the Hughes b-5-3 
armament pact was supposed to start world powers 
upon the path of disarmament. Whatever views 
may have been entertained with reference to it hare 
been dissipated thoroughly in the last ten years. Na- 
tions are not ready to lay down arms yet. They are 
not prepared to lighten the burden of a competitive 
race to equip themselves for slaughtering each other. 
The 5-5-3 pact, promulgated by the late President 
Harding and 
by the former secretary of state, 


Charles Evans Hughes, was in itself a ghastly joke. 
All which it did was to junk warships already con- 
signed to the scrap heap by the new conditions en- 
tering warfare at sea. It dealt in a major way with 
the battleship, imposing restrictions originally upon 
Britain, Japan, and the United States against con- 
struction of this type of fighting unit In a lesser 
•degree, it touched ships which still are effective In 
warfare. But its 
main provisions were directed 


against the battleship which already had been re- 
placed by the battle cruiser, a more formidable float- 
ing fort, of much greater speed and mobility. 


Hardly had the Ink on this pact become dry be- 


fore nations, save the United States, set about to 
scuttle It. They undertook to destroy it by ignoring 
what wac manifestly its underlying spirit of disarma- 
ment. 
Only the United States refused to build up 


to the very letter of the pact, in the hope that doing 
less than Uncle Sam was permitted under the terms 
of the treaty, other nations might be inspired to fol- 
low the example set The result was that through- 
out all of the Coolldge administration and the Hoo- 
ver administration the United States lagged In nav- 
al construction, while Japan, the British, and the 
French moved ahead. Now. we are in a pitifully 
weak condition, as compared to these leading powers. 
We have paid the penalty for good faith in an hon- 
est effort to bring about disarmament and now we 
must foot the bill because other nations would not 
join with us. That is the sordid ending of all of the 
nigh hopes and the magnificent efforts to lighten 
the 
enormous burden of competitive armament 
races.

ANSWER. 


It should be said that millions of 
Americans share the same emotions 
of disgust and revulsion when they 
read of the instances of ferocious 
mob vengiance which have been ex- 
hibited recently in Maryland, Cali- 
fornia and Missouri. 
Reflection 
;hereon makes one anxious concern- 
ng the spread of such Insane bru- 
tality. What does it signify for the 
future of our country? 
Foreign peoples find It easy to 


conclude that Americans are a 
homicidal people, which is a libel 
upon us. Yet there is an ugly vein 
of violence running through our na- 
tional tradition and also a contempt 
'.or human life coupled with a 
tendency to resort to illegal forms 
of repression and punishment. 
The frontier temper and the tradi- 
tions of Western desperados and 


blood feuds are not entirely extinct. 
Appeals to the stupid imagination 
of, night riders, racketeers, gunmeni 
strikers and strikebreakers are still 
to be heard. But no cursory read- 
ing of the American character ex- 
plains these spasmodic waves of or- 
ganized murder which increase the 
crimes they are supposed to de- 
crease. 
The mobs, which so deeply injure 


our civic life and give it an evil 
name in every civilized land, trans- 
gress the law in behalf of the law. 
Their socalled honor is rooted in 
dishonor and perfidy, and worst of 
all in deliberate and diabolic cruelty. 
The outrages they commit usually 
occur in communities already in- 
censed by a flagrant crime or a 
series of crimes and are precipitated 
by the 'failure of the law to mete out 
swift and equal justice. 
Then come the sadistic explosions 


led not only by the drunken riffraff 
but by otherwise normal citizens, 
and witnessed in many instances by 
women and children. The remem- 
brance of their wretched behavior 
would be unendurable did they not 
console themselves with the notion 
that they have rendered society an 
essential service. 


As you are aware lynching has on 


more than one occasion murdered 
the innocent and it is usually pro- 
vocative of further mob murders. 
The remedy 
lies not only in a 
thorough reform of the criminal 
law and its administration as a 
means of affording protection at any 
cost to the prospective victims of 
lynching 
tifl. their cases can be 
properly tried, but also in a distinct 
advance of the education and the 
morals of the sections where mob 
violence is most prevalent.

It is 
a plain case of robbing Peter for 
the benefit of Paul. 
But let's see who else those 


racketeers propose to plunder. They 
admit that a large part of land is 
mortgaged, some of it for more 
than it is worth and all of the 
high priced city land is mortgaged 
and bonded for all it is worth and 
| tilose bonds and mortgages are 
owned by building and loan asso- 
ciations and saving banks and all 
kinds of thrifty people. All of the 
banks have most of their deposit 
money loaned on such securities. 
The single tax would make afl of 
those bonds and mortgages worth- 
less and break all those institutions 
and close all doors for safe invest- 


ments for any kind of thrifty peo- 
ple. 


And that is not the half of it. 


Land values have already been 
taxed out of existence. There is not 
a farmer anywhere who is so much 
as making expenses, not allowing 
anything for his work and the work 
of his wife and children. Farmers 
are hanging on by working the 
whole family 16 hours a day. To 
raise his tax a thousand-fold would 
result in nothing but delinquent 
taxes. To get money to keep things 
moving, warrants would have to be 
issued. To sell warrants with noth- 
ing taxable back of them would 
make them more worthless than 
German marks were when I bought 
four million of them for one paper 
American dollar. 


Shall we follow such a Moses?

TIME 


FOR PLANTING 


Anderson Finds It An 


Important Factor In 


Size Of Yields. 


Spring wheat, oats, and barley 


should.be planted in the order 
named as small spring grain crops, 
according to Arthur Anderson, as- 
sistant professor of agronomy at 
the University of Nebraska college 
of agriculture. He also stated that 
the time of planting is a very im» 
portant factor in the production of 
maximum yields. 
Illustrating 
the 
use of early 
planting to obtain better results, 
Mr. Anderson cited an experiment 
carried on with Kherson oats. An 
average for 16 years showed that 
oats planted on or near March 30, 
April 10, and April 20, yielded at 
the rate of 52. 46, and 39 bushels 
per acre, respectively. 
"During the nine years of this 
16-year comparison," Mr. Anderson 
-.id, "a still earlier planting on 
iviarch 19, averaged 3, 15. and 33 
per cent higher in yield than the 
three successive later plantings." 
Spring Wheat. 


A similar and even more marked 


response was observed in tests on 
spring wheat. Planting made on 
March 19 yielded 7, 26. and 77 per 
cent more, respectively, than plant- 
ings made on March 30, April 10, 
and April 20. 
Tests conducted with barley, ac- 
cording to Mr. Anderson, indicate 
that 
barley is somewhat better 
adapted to the climatic conditions 
associated with late planting than 
either spring wheat or oats. 
"Early planting with its associ- 
ated earlief maturity may prove 
more productive than late planting 
for reasons other than evasion of 
unfavorable 
weather 
conditions," 
the agronomist declared, and point- 
ed out that more mature crops 
should be better able to withstand 
rust epidemics and ifisect infesta- 
tion. 
"However," he said, "it should be 
born in mind, that any unfavorable 
condition occurring at a critical 
time may have adverse results and 
that a crop in a more advanced 
stage of development may be more 
affected than one not so far ad- 
vanced."

Production of principal feed grains 


—barley, oats, and corn—in countries 
which grow most of these products 
was the smallest last year since 1924. 
according to the Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Economics reporting cur- 
rently on foreign crops and markets. 
Production was about 11 per cent 


less than 
the 
average of the 
preceding five years. The decrease 
is attributed in part to unfavorable 
weather conditions, and in part to 
decreased acreage, the total area 
for the three grains being the small- 
est since 1928. 


Movement of barley from prin- 


jcipal exporting countries from July 
1 last to date has been a little 
heavier than during the same period 
of 1932-33, but exports of oats 
showed a large decrease, and ex- 
ports of corn since November 1 have 
decreased considerably from exports 
a year ago. 


The decrease in shipments of feed 


i grains Is attributed largely to much 
smaller exports from the United 
States and Canada. Available in- 
formation on feed grain crops for 
harvest this year reveals a winter 
barley area sown in Europe of about 
the same size as that of a year ago, 
and record Argentine corn plantings^

potatoes, developed by Prof. H. O.

buying it back Uncle Sam probably

One of the reasons Uncle Sana is 
so willing to buy some of it back 
is that he has decided it was ex- 
pensive, even as a gift, to those who 
received it. It is so poor that it is 
impossible for anyone, under ordi- 
nary conditions, to make a living 
from it by farming. 


Public Ownership Proposed. 


It is being wasted and lost be- 
cause unsuited for cultivation, and 
it is proposed to put it under pub- 
lic ownership so that it can be used 
for other purposes and conserved- 
This land the government pro- 
poses to buy is called "submarginai" 
—that is. it is so unproductive that 
more effort is put into the land 
than the resulting crop is worth. 
The program is not 
calculated 
greatly to reduce agricultural sur- 
pluses. That job is still .to be left 
to the AAA. Submarginal land pro- 
duces little. 


To Eliminate Slums. 


Rather, it is a plan to "mop up" 
gradually and with care areas that 


is the picture drawn by government 
land studies. 
While many old farms were aban- 
doned as a result of the competition 
of crops from the fresh lands, many 
persons, particularly of the older 
generations, continue to cling to the 
worn, deforested, eroded soil that is 
then- home. 
The result is many partly settled, 
partly abandoned areas, both east 
and west, where a sparse population , 
still requires public maintenance of i 
schools,

nearby.A Long Time Program. 
The ideal "master land plan" 


would consolidate farming opera- 
tions on the best 
land, abandon 
some lands altogether to forests, 
parks, grazing, wild life preserves-, 
watershed protection or erosion con- 
trol, and settle some of the popu- 
lation in combination agricultural- 
industrial villages. 
Those who remained would make 
marginal farms out of several sub- 
marginal farms by using the better 
lands of each, and perhaps earn 
part of their living by working in 
the forests. 
Officials recognize it will require 
several administrations to see the 
policy through. All those on sub- 
marginal holdings cannot suddenly 
be induced to abandon their homes, 
nor can inducements in the shape 
of garden villages be provided sud- 
denly. 
There are other problems, too, 
such as how to take care of business 
interests and local government of- 
ficials serving 
submarginai areas 
that might be abandoned almost 
entirely.

Roosevelt Taking 
No Part in Local 
Political Contests 


WASHINGTON, March 
The white house gave formal notice 
today that President Roosevelt is 
adhering strictly 
to a hands-otf 
policy in local political party con- 
tests. 


By coincidence, Senator Connally, 
democrat, Texas, at the time was 
telling reporters — after a conference 
with President Roosevelt — tftat he 
had "no desire to Involve tne pres- 
ident in local or state politics and 
am perfectly content for the people 
of Texas to pass judgment on my 
services in the senate." 


He referred to his campaign for 
renomination in which he is op- 
posed 
by Representative Bailey, 
democrat, Texas. 


A memorandum given out at the 
white house read: 
"In answer to newspaper 'reports 
that the anti-Curry fight in New

The new "amateur rule" written into the Nebraska High 


School Athletic association constitution at the recent meet- 
ing in Lincoln of the delegate assembly has not long to live, if 
one may judge by the shafts of criticism leveled at the new 
regulation in less than a week's period following the meet- 
ing of the delegates. 


That Wide Open Door. 


The new regulation, a "wide 


open" affair defining what consti- 
tutes 
a 
Nebraska 
high school 


simon-pure, is directly contrary to 
that of the collegiate conferences 
and the National Amateur Athletic 
Union and is a menace to all prep 
athletes who may be deluded into 
believing that merely following its 
precepts will protect their amateur 
standing for future collegiate or 
A. A. U competition 


The rule passed by the delegate 


assembly, now under fire, reads as 
follows. 
"A high school bov can jeopardize 


his high school eligibility only if he 
participates on an organized base- 
ball team or in other organized 
forms of athletics during the sea- 
son of that sport in his high 
school (an organized baseball team 
meaning any team affiliated with 
the National Association of Pro- 
fessional baseball clubs such as the 
Nebraska State league or Western 
league, not 
semi-professional or 


'sandlot' teams)." 


May Use Skill for Gain. 


Along with this amendment, the 


assembly gave a sanction to an in- 
terpretation 
that the rule would 


permit high school athletes to use 
their athletic skill for gain through 
baseball, kittenball, basketball 
or 


other activities wherein money or 
material awards might be granted. 


The fashioin in which this prep 


rule conflicts with collegiate rulings 
is shown in a quotation from the 
Missouri Valley Intercollegiate A. 
A. (Big Six) amateur rule, which is 
in accord with nearly -all collegiate 
groups. The Big Six code reads. 
"No student shall participate in 


any intercollegiate contests who 
HAS EVER USED, or is using, his 
knowledge of athletics or his ath- 
letic skill for gain, or HAS TAKEN 
PART, for a money prize, in any 
athletic contest." 


Unlike Any Other State. 


The Nebraska prep rule is the 


only "wide open" and lenient ama- 
teur code of the many state as- 
sociations belonging to the national 
federation, according to a study of 
constitutions on file in the office of 
the Nebraska High School Athletic

now attending graduate school here. 


The usual peppery Templeton re- 


fused to become irate at the dis- 
patches emphasizing that Robert- 
son, University of Pennsylvania and 
American Olympic team mentor, 
said Ben could negotiate a four- 
minute mile, nearly eight seconds 
under the present world record, with 
"proper training." 


"Me Too," Says Templeton. 


"I think Robbie is right," said 


Templeton serenely. ' Ben could do 
a mile in four minutes, or right 
close to it, if trained properly. I 
mean trained for a miler. He has 
been properly trained for the quar- 
ter-mile and half-mile, but never at 
all for the mile. 


"However, he has the 
speed, 


stamina and intelligence to go on 
for a mile. He could run a good 
mile, maybe close to the world 
record, with five weeks' preparation, 
but it would take two years to bring 
him to his peak in the longer race.

Four Cross Country Routes.

Companies having claims against

The revised bill still carries the 
controversial clause requiring that 
private mail planes carry army co- 
pilots.
